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nuclear explosions. Placed in the context of an explosion which has 
been observed, the proposed release on this subject would be somewhat 
less frightening. The safety measures taken by the AEC, the low 
radiation dosages received during close-in observation, etc., would 
be impressive background. It is suggested that consideration be 
given to timing the proposed release of information on this subject 
to coincide with foreign observation of an explosion. 

c. It would serve to fill at least one gap in the background 
of NATO planning officers. It will be recalled that Gen. Gruenther 
noted the difficulties he faced because of the restricted data classifi- 
cation problem. 

3. It should be noted that security reasons should dictate the 
details of control of observation but that maximum effect could be achieved 
if the closest possible point of vantage could be chosen in the case of 
military observers. Stringent radiological safety measures, including 
changing into field dress (i.e. special clothing), could be used to prevent 
more than visual observation, 
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
